A. A. MacLeod of Toronto, 
former member of the Ontario 
legislature, and Ben Swankey, 
Labor-Progressive candidate 
for Pincher Creek • Crows Nest 
addressed a public meeting in 
Coleman on Saturday night, 
June 11th.

Former Mine 
inspector Dies; 
Age 64 Years 


Joseph Bertram de Hart of Cal¬ 
gary, former well-known resident 
of' Lethbridge, died in Calgary 
Thursday. He was 64 years of age. 

Born in Newcastle, England, Mr. 
de Hart came to Canada at the age 
of 17. He graduated from McGill 
University in civil and mining en¬ 
gineering and received a degree 
in coal mining. 

In 1912 he was employed under¬ 
ground at Coalhurst and in 1913 
obtained a mine manager’s cer¬ 
tificate for Alberta. From 1913 to 
1914 he was with the International 
Coal and Coke Company, Limited 
at Coleman, as fireboss and pit- 
boss. From 1914 to 1915 he was 
manager of the Twin City Coal 
Company of Edmonton. 

From 1915 to 1918 he was man¬ 
ager of the North American Col¬ 
lieries, Ltd., at Coalhurst, and 
from 1918 to 1919, was general 
superintendent in charge of oper¬ 
ations and assistant to the general 
manager N. C. Pitcher. 

Was Manager 

He was manager at Nacmine for 
the same company and during 1923 
w r as at Cadomin, first as designer 
and later as manager and engin¬ 
eer. 

In 1923 he became district in¬ 
spector of mines at Lethbridge. He 
later was appointed by the CPR. 
to the position of mining engineer 
for the department of natural re¬ 
sources. 

Mr-, de Hart was past president 
of the Professional Engineers o} 
Alberta; a member of the Cana¬ 
dian Institute of Mining and Met¬ 
allurgy, and a former Dominion 
councillor for the Engineering In¬ 
stitute of Canada. 

He is survived by his wife, Mar¬ 
jory of Calgary; two sons, Capt. 
John Edward de Hart of Kings¬ 
ton; William Gordon of Mounte 
Claire, Que.; and a grandson. 

Funeral services will be held in 
Calgary Saturday.

How to hit the "speedball" 


Teen age ball players find it 
tremely difficult to hit a “spi 
ball” pitch. Here’s why; (1) They 
use the,, same type of hitting 
stance, swing and footwork that 
they use against ordinary pitch¬ 
ing. (2) They are afraid of e 
’“speedball" and worry about get¬ 
ting hit. (3) They swing too late 
because the co-ordination of eye 
and muscle is not fast enough. 
Finally, they can’t hit "speedball” 
pitching because they don’t prac¬ 
tise hitting against this type of 
pitching enough. 

To avoid these mistakes—stand 
well back in the batter’s box—as 
close to the catcher as possible. 
Don't hold the bat behind you in 
the ready-to-hit position as far
